Taku, Sept. 20—Four thousand Russians, 3000 Germans, 1000 French and a 


detachment of Austrian marines began an attack 'on the Pie Tang forts at 
daylight 


The attack was answered briskly by the forts arid bombardment continued 


to nfcon, although the forts did not reply after 10 o'clock. 


The allies sent forward at noon to discover the cessation of flre and found' 


the forts deserted and only four dead Chinamen within the walls. 


The allies were chargined. They believed the place surrounded anfl es- 


cape impossible, yet 3000 men got away in broad day light. 


The farts are badly damaged. 
Three of the allied forces were killed and 50 wounded through an explosion 


of mines along the line of march. 


Washington, Sept 22—Admiral Remey cables:—"Taku, Sept. 22—Forces 01 


Russians, Germans and Austrian^ advanced on) Pie Tang forts last night, 


"Fire was opened by the Chinese and kept up all night, 
"Forts evacuated this morning at 9 o'clock. 
"The Europeans hoisted the colors at 11 o'clock, 
"Twenty-five Russians and Germans were blown up by the mines, 
"Commander Wise followed the troops into the forts and reported only five 


Chinamen killed," 


Shanghai, Sept. 22—Count von Waldersee reviewed 5000 foreign troops to- 


day. The Bengal lancers acted as escort. 


The Germanb led, follow d by the French, Americans, British, Japanese 


and others. 


Washington, Sept. 22—The state department has decided to defer until to- 


morrow morning the publication of its answers returned to the various Dow- 
ers relative to the Chinese situation. This is done from a desfre to carry out 
the traditional practice of the department, which allows 48 hours to elapse 
after the delivery of the note, before m aking them public in our own. country, 
even though the pubHcaffon may have been, made abroad before that time. 


There is no reason to changer the estimate of the note formed yesterday, to 


the effect that it amounts to a declina'tion of the German proposition, pro- 
vides for the reduction of the United S tates military contingent in China to 
a strong legation guard Just sufficient to ensure the safety -jf the legation 
in the event of the recurrence of rioting in Pekin, or the safe withdrawal of 
the minister to Tien Tsin or some other convenient port. 


It is not intended that the military force be employed further flor of- 


fensive operations, consequently it will not co-operate with the German forces 
under Count von Waldersee in an offensive campaign. 


The order for the reduction of military force under General Chaffee Jias 


not yet been issued, but it is admitted; that the war department may so 
forward at any moment. 


Secretary Root has already stated the preliminary orders was sent 
to 


General Chaffee fully rwo weeks ago, directing him how to act in case he 
should receive orders to withdraw completely or partially from China, and 
it is ex.-ected he has perfected arrangements and selected the organizations 
which are to remain. 


A considerable force of marines, numbering about 1000 in All, which have 


been operating under General Chaffee's command, are to be taken to Taku 
iii one of the army transports to Cavi te. * 'The same number will be left 
aboard those vessels under Remey's command which sent part of their ma- 
rine contingents to help out the first military expedition against Pekin. 


The remainder will be afforded a ner iod of rest and recreation at Cavite. 
The personnel! of the commission, which is to represent the United States 


in final negotiations with the Chinese authorities has not yet been complet- 
ed. Beyond the fact that Minister Co nger is to be one of the commissioners, 
it is a matter of conjecture who will form the remainder of the commission. 


One name now under earnest consideration is that of Seth Low, president 


of Columbia university.

JMMIB of 
delivering 
milk. 
Shepard 


knocked vigorously on the door, and, as 
*o one responded to his summons, he 
trl«d the dttor and found that it was not 
locked. 
Suspecting siomethlng wrong, 


lie entered the house and passed imme- 
diately to his father's bedroom. 
Mr. 


Shepard was lying dead on the bed in 
•cmch a position that the son could easily 
*ee tho nature of the wound which had 
'caused his death. 
It was rough and 


tloody, and extended almost from one 


* «ar to the other. 


Horrified and made wealc by the dread- 


ful discovery, Mr. Shepard could at first 
flo nothing but gaze in terror at the 
•scene, but finally he rushed from the 
place to procure assistance. Constable 
Cady and Medical Examiner Bragg re- 
turned with him, and together they 
(Searched the house. 


If the first sight the ton saw when ho 


reached the house was horrible, the 
scene in the bedroom up stairs was all 
"the more so. 
His mother, too, was 


•dead, murdered in the same manner as 
ier husband. 


A hunt was mad* for William F. Shep- 


•rdi, the son, 45 years old, who made his 
'home with the aged couple, but he could 
not be located. 
His absence attached 


suspicion to him. A general alarm was 
•ounded, and the lire department was 
called out. At last, th« body of the sus- 
qpeeted man wes found in Factory pond1. 


It waa evident that his suicide was 


»f the most deliberate kind. He hung 
ills hat uid eeat on a tree, walked into 
the water and then lay down on the 
tnuddy bottom.

ton district and armed sheriffs' deputies 
are much in evidence there. 


The Reading company has about dis- 


continued the sale of coal for future de- 
livery, and rioting almost certainly 
means the shutting off of coal production 
everywhere In the anthracite field, tem- 
porarily, at least. 


As to the strike situation itself, there 


is no noticeable change. Both the op- 
erators and the strike leaders claim they 
have made decided gains.

Cold Blooded Hnrderit by Soldier* 
' Tbat Were IUNl>ir«<l by Malice or » 


Spirit of Revenue—Miinhal Unialno 
Nearly Met TkU Fo.it. 
Tragic indeed is every incident con- 


nected with the battleiield, but more so 
are uome of the mysterious occurrences 
which have ofttinies taken place during 
a campaign and which might be put 
down as cold blooded murders. It seems a 
very unlikely thing that in the heat of a 
hard fought coutlict the origiu of a man's 
death can be determined—that is> to say, 
whether he died by the hands of one- of 
his comrades or by those of the ewmy; 
conbequeutly 
men with a 
grievance 


against their otlir-prs have often made 
use of such opportunities to wipe o2 old 
scores and have KOIIO undiscovered. * 


A notable instance of this occurred jnst 


before the battle of Woerth in th* Fran- 
co-Prussian war. A certain officer of con- 
siderable ropotf hail got himself cener- 
ally disliked by his perseverance in bully- 
ing those under him. A fow days before 
this, the first great battle of the war, 
when the Fsench vrere nearing the border 
in their hopeless endeavor to reach Ber- 
lin, a rumor ran through the camp late 
at night that the Prussians v/ere ad- 
vancing and would shortly be up. In- 
stantly pandemonium reigned, and scout- 
ing parties were sent out ia ail directions. 
One of these -was under the officer in 
question, and when some way from carap 
was fired upon, the bullet bringing him 
down. The Frenchmen, thinking they had 
got into an ambush, retired, firing at an 
invisible foe as they did so, but as no 
connter shots -were received they grew 
courageous again and, after being re-en- 
forced, advanced to the fatal spot. The 
body of the officer was found, but not so 
that of his assailant, who had evidently 
escaped unscathed. 


On returning to the camp it was found 


that no trace of the enemy had been dis- 
covered. In fact, at that time the Prus- 
sians were far away from the spot on the 
other side of the Woerth. Accordingly a 
post mortem examination was held on the 
officer's body and a French service bullet 
extracted therefrom, but the murderer 
was never detected, although he was 
doubtless in the camp and had slipped 
out unawares to commit the crime. 


But this is only one of the many trage- 


dies which took place during the war, 
and it is said that at least 2 per cent of 
the French officers killed fell by the 
hands of their own men and a little %over 
half that number in the Prussian army. 
In the former instance the crimes were 
due for the most part to the national fail- 
ing of never forgetting a grievance and in 
the latter to the rigidity of discipline, 
which sometimes amounts to bullying. 


Even Marshal Ba/.aine was nearly mur- 


dered before he capitulated at Metz. He 
was by no means a popular man, and on 
this account always stood in dread-of the 
assassin, and his fears were net lessened 
when a plot was discovered to put poison 
in his food, the scheme being hatched by 
his own men. The offenders, or some 
of them, were promptly tried and shot 
before many hours were over. 


A rather sad case is recorded in con- 


nection with the Italian disaster at Ado- 
wah. During the melee a man was seen 
to shoot in the direction of his captain, 
•who at the same time fell mortally 
wounded. When the battle -was over, the 
man was charged with the crime and, 
after a scant trial, shot by his comrades, 
despite his protests of innocence, one oE 
the chief reasons for his condemnation 
being that he was known to have a griev- 
ance against the 
officer. 
Nevertheless 


the affair was soon forgotten till some 
nine months afterward, when a soldier 
came forward from the same regiment, 
self charged with the crime. He related 
the facts in detail, giving his motive as 
petty tyranny on the part of the officer 
some years previously, when he, the 
murderer, was a recruit, and stated that 
he would never have given himself up 
had not another man died in his stead. 
Needless to say, this did not excuse him, 
and he perished in the prison yard at Na- 
ples. 


In 1899 three Spanish soldiers were es- 


'ecuted at Madrid for the alleged murder 
of an officer during the hostilities in Cu- 
ba, although the evidence against them 
was very meager. Sufficient was it that 
subsequent to tha battle of San Juan the 
officer was found dead some way from 
the battlefield, with a Mauser bullet in 
his brain, and the three men referred to 
were seen in the vicinity at about the 
time the affair must have taken place. 
Of course, they may have been justly 
condemned, as tragedies of this nature 
were especially frequent in the Spanish 
army throughout the war, but at the 
same time the authorities failed^ to take 
into account that there were many so 
called "loyal" Cubans attached to the 
Spanish forces and also present at San 
Juan vho had been given Manser rifles 
and ammunition by their oppressors, but 
whose dislike to Spanish officers was pro- 
rerbial. 


Although such crimes are more com- 


mon in the majority of continental ar- 
mies than in our own, we must not im- 
agine that similar cases have never taken 
place in which Tommy Atkins has partic- 
ipated. In the Zulu war, just prior to 
the battle of Ulundi, a young lieutenant 
in one of the line regiments was found 
shot some way from camp, and after the 
campaign a soldier on his deathbed at 
Devonport confessed to having been his 
murderor. 


Similarly, too, during the hostilities in 


the Sudan in 1885 an officer of some re- 
pute was found to have been mysterious- 
ly killed by an English bullet, and, -al- 
though the affair was hushed up and put 
down to the dervishes, who were said 
to have obtained some British rifles by 
Inexplicable means, it was subsequently 
disclosed that, whereas they actually did 
gain posscssisn of some of our rifles, they 
obtained no ammunition with them. De- 
spite this significant fact, however, the 
perpetrator of the crime was never ar- 
rested.—London Tit-Bits.

FEARFUL SIGHT IN TFTT^BAY. 


Colonel St*rr*it Tell* of * Trip to 


Oalveaton After th* Storm. 


Colonel Bill Sterrett went to Calves- 


ton on the Monday morning after the 
storm. The tights be saw ho describes 
as follow*, says the New York World! 


"The broad prairie between Houston 


and Galvestoa had been flooded. Tho 
towns which in the last ten years had 
grown up were scarred and torn. 
Against a barbed wire fence the bloat- 
ed carcasses of cattle had floated. This 
sight was the first we saw of death. 
There were vessels of all sizes and 
varieties on the prairie. Out there waa 
a tramp steamship. The other way 
waa 
a dredgeboat, 
together with 


yachts, schooners and launches. Near 
us was the hobbyhorse of a child. 


"Debris of all kinds covered the prai- 


rie. 
It was from Galveston, becausa 


It could be from no other place. Every 
ant hill was covered with the rem- 
nants of homes In the city, six miles 
away. There were lace «urtains, fur- 
niture of all kinds, but mostly of the 
cheap kind. There were toys, ladles' 
toilet articles and bedclothes. Chick- 
ens, rats, dogs, cats and everything, it 
seeded, that was made to breathe waa 
there, dead. 


"By the sides of the carcasses were 


bodies of human beings, ffhe worn- 
out people of the district, having saved 
their own lives and buried their dead, 
were quick to respond to natural in- 
stincts and do right by their kind. I 
saw them take swollen women and 
men and children and with a quick 
shift place them in two foot graves. It 
was terrible, but what could they do? 
There were no burial services. The 
men who did the work were simply 
doing what they could to relieve the 
air of contamination. 


"We tracked to the schooner and 


started across the bay for Galveston. 
There were at least 100 persons aboard 
who had relatives in the unfortunate 
town. The ti*m*>:;!c -.vliich earned men 
to the guillotine In i'lance during the 
re\olution carried no more depressed 
freight than did this*boat. There were 
men on it who tried to stir the people 
to lightness, but it would not do. We 
passed the corpses of men and women 
and children. The moon was out, float- 
ing brilliantly, and the boat cut past, 
barely missing a woman with her face 
turned toward the sky. 


"I fervently prayed that I might

naos the Wilmington reached a point 
where the Solimocs ends and the Rio 
Maranon and Rio .Talari, which form it, 
begin. The Rio .Tavsiri has the distinc- 
tion of serving as the boundary line be- 
tween Brazil and Peru for some 500 
miles, and closo to its junction with the 
Mnianon is a small town, Tabatingt, at 
which is maintained a force of Brazilian 
soldieis, who have the monotonous task 
of guarding the frontier.

Dealers Rushed, and Limit Orders to 


One Ton Eich 


The coal situation In this city re- 


mains an uncertain one. v/lth nobody 
quite sure of the future. So far prices 
here have not gone to anything like 
the figure of other cities. As reported 
In this paper some daya ago, t\v> of 
the dealers have said that th«y will 
not raise prices while their present sup 
plies last. 
Two other dealers have 


raised the price of stojve and chestnlut 
from $5.75 to $6 a ton, but say that 
this is not due to the strike, but la the 
usual winter increase of prices. 


The great cjuestion of interest is as 


vo the present supplies in the city, 
since it is when the dealers here have 
to buy more from the mines that the 
effects of the strike will be most no- 
ticeable in increasing the prices. 
Onfe 


or two of the dealers are understood 
to have started the season with large 
supplies, while all had considerable on 
hand. None of them will say just how 
much they have left or how much coal 
there Is in the city, but all of them say 
that their supplies are being reduced 
very rapidly, and that it will not be 
long- before they will be exhausted. 


At every coal office in the city the 


orders have been pouririg in with all- 
most unprecedented rapidity for the 
last week or so. Everybody is anxious 
to make the best of the present prices, 
and the result is long pages filled in 
the order books, orders that it will 
take some time to 
deliver. Nearly 


every dealer has put 'on all the extra 
men he can accommodate, and they 
are working hard to get through with 
the orders. 


In view of the hundreds of orders, 


and the prospect that the supply on> 
hand -will run out, most of the dealers 
have made the rule that only a ton at 
a time will be sold to a pers'on. In 
this way the coal on hand will be dis- 
tributed most evenly, and while many 
of the customers have expressed in- 
dignation at being refused what coal 
they oani pay for, still the rule Is one 
\vhieh works to the benefit 'of the great 
est number, and snows that the deal- 
ers are doing- all in their power to 
lessen the trouble that follows the coal 
strike.

ecare two days ago, when three youns- 
eters disappeared, _and many of the 
people on the mountain spent the en- 
tire night in looking for them. The 
children were school mates. 7. 9 and 11 
years old 
respectively.

brothers named Gladiola, and the third 
was named Parent. 


The boys disappeared' after school 


on Wednesday. One at them was kept 
after school for a quarter of an hour 
for some misdemeanor, and the others 
waited for him. After that they were 
not seen. Searching parties were or- 
ganized, and the woods of the mount- 
pin were 'scoured all nisht. The fa- 
milies of the boys vere nearly crazed 
with fright, when word came 
from 


Monroe Bridge that they had been 
found there by Fred Greer of Florida. 
The children were brought bacR thaf 
day, and reestablished in their homes. 


When asked what they Irad run away 


for the boys said that they had heard 
that men. were wanted to- work in

WHAT THE HOSPITAL IS DOING 


Softie Facts of Importance In Connec- 


tion With Annual Canvass

As the annual house to house can- 


vass for gifts to the hospital will be 
made next week, a ulain statement of 
facts relating to the work of this in- 
stitution and the cost of maintaining 
it will not be amiss. No argument is 
needed to prove the necessity for its 
existence. Sixteen people with or with- 
out money, upon an average, are daily 
receiving there the best medical skill 
and attendance, v\ hether In wards or 
private rooms. 
At pesent there are 


more than 20 patients there, several 
being typhoid cases. Everyone knows 
that illness in the family entails add 
ed expense so it Is not surprising that 
the lowest average cosi lor satients- in 
the largest hospital in this country is 
$13.50 per week. It is a matter for 
congratulation that by careful man- 
agement this amount has been closely 
approximated at the North Adams hos- 
pital, 'thus disproving any charge of 
ejxtrarvaeance. 


Ward patients pay about one half 


their actual expense, which leaves the 
balance and at least one free patient 
per week to be supplied from hospital 
funds. Thus the actual charity work 
is large though sev.ereiy handicapped 
by the chror.icallr low state of its 
finances; for the hospital must be Just 
and pay its bills before it can be on- 
erous and open its doors to the many 
needy ones whom its admission! eom-t 
mittee is often compelled to turn away. 


The current, expenses of our hospital 


are S1000 a month, of which sum a 
little more than a third is paid by r>a- 
tients. The distribution of envelopes 
to every person in the city to be re- 
turned with a personal offering from 
one cent upwards is the best plan yet 
devised 
for 
raising- the 
remaining 


amount and if the response were gen- 
eral the finances of the hospital would 
be in, a flourishing- condition. 


Suppose one half of our population 


gave a cent a week to the hosriital. 
its present current exnenses would be 
paid. Again, if half the people in the 
city placed 50 cents in the envelopes 
next week and a remainins fourth, a 
nickel apiece no further call for money 
need be made for a year. Suppose 
every family in North Adams J>ut a 
dollar and a half into the envelopes 
left at their door .all hospital bills 
could be promptly met. 


So long as this hospital is maintain- 


ed every one in this city knows that 
if overtaken by disease (unless it be 
conttagiouls) or accident, that there 
is a place where everything will be 
done to allay his suffering "without 
money and without price" if need be. 
The satisfaction this affords is sim- 
ilar, to that derived from havinr one's 
furniture and Utf insured.
